The superintendent explained that 
the plan has been instituted in the 
belief that it is better to intensify 
the training of the child on his in- 
troduction to school, than to find 
that he has reached the seventh or 
eighth grade and is in need for fur- 
ther training before he can be cer- 
tified for graduation. 


The child will not so much miss 
the year of extra training at so 
tender an age and, the board felt, 
the extra year of training for the 
children who fail to progress as 
rapidly as others, might be more 
beneficial to them at the first grade 
age. 

The board heard from Ervin 
Johnson, of Smith Flat, a suggest- 
ed program of visual education for 
the county schools.

Court today held unconstitutional 
anti-picketing laws in Alabama and 
California. 

The court held that the rights of 
labor on the picket line are com- 
parable to the property and busi- 
ness rights of employers, and must 
be protected with equal vigilance. 

Acting in almost identical appeals 
brought by labor’s two big rival or- 
ganizations, the tribunal overruled 
state court decisions sustaining the 
laws. The convictions of two men 
arrested under these laws were set 
aside. 

Justice Frank Murphy, the new- 
est member of the court, wrote both 
decisions, holding that peaceful 
picketing does not constitute’ such 


an “aggravated danger” to an em- 
ployer as to warrant such restraints 
as were imposed by these “sweep- 
ing” laws. Justice James McRey- 
nolds dissented from both decisions.
